Fa r-Rea ching Results. 
Far-reaching results probably will ensue from the 
signing of the armistice. With Bulgaria under allied con­ 
trol the position of the remaining central powers in the 
Balkans and the near east will be serious. 
The main communication lines between Berlin and 
Constntinople will be cut and Austria Hungary will he 
open to invasion across the Danube. 


Mo re Victo ries In West. 
On the western front from the North Sea to the Meuse 
the allied armies are pressing vigorously and successfully 
against the main German defense points. The suburbs of 
Cambrai have been entered and the allies are closing in 
on Lille, St. Quentin and Laon, while the French and 
Americans continue in their drive northward west of the 
Meuse against the German communications. 
The French, British, Americans and Belgians are 
fighting their way steadily into the German defense sys­ 
tem, the overthrow of which wouki probably result in a 
German retirment to the French border, if not to the 
Rhine. The heaviest fighting of the war is now in prog­ 
ress on the west front and the allied forces in all sectors 
are moving ahead. 
Subma rine Ba ses Threa tened. 
in Flanders the Germans jhave been driven from the 
hills around Ypres and from the formidable Messines- 
Wypsehaete ridge positions. Attempts by the enemy to

opportunity to qualify as pilots since last March, and there are a lot of ad­ 


venturous youngsters who want to take their chance in the air.

ernment wants for this service men to train as: 
Pilots, bombers, observers, 


balloonists, mechanics. 


The qualifications for the Air Service are high. 
Practically half the 


applicants are found unfit for flying at the first examination. 
Others are 


weeded out as training progresses, for the qualified airman must not only 


be taught to learn to fly his machine, but radio, photography, bombing, ma­ 


chine gunnery and artillery observation as well.

i ha I only those who feel sure they can pass both the physical and mental 


tests will apply. 
The age limits for flyers are 1 s to 
3 0 years, but young­ 


sters under 25 are preferred.
